Acting Assistant Surgeon Gutierrez reports, June 30: 
Week ended June 27. One steamship and 5 sailing vessels were 
dispatched with an aggregate personnel of 157 crew, 76 cabin and 
75 steerage passengers. Only 4. of the 5 vessels dispatched were fumi- 
gated; the captain of the other vessel did not accept the fumigation.
